2. In this Onder, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject

(a ) " Controller" means the person appointed as Iron and Steel 

Controller by the Central Government and includes 
any person exercising , upon authorisation by the Central 
Government, all or any of the powers of the Iron and 

Steel Controller ;

(c) " Registered Producer" means a producer who is registered 

as gach by the Controller ; 
(d ) " Stockholder" meats a person bolding stock : cf Iron or Steel 

for sale who is registered as a stockholder by the 

Controller : 
(e) " Jontrolled Stockholder " means & stockholder afpointed 

by the Controller to hold stocks of Iron or Steel under 
such ierms and couditions as he may prescribe from 
time to time ;
